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One  Year  Since  ^Accession 


THE  year  has  passed  quickly  since  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  acceded  to 
(he  Throne  on  the  death  of  her  . father. 
King:  George  VT  'Offirinl  observances  by 
(he  garrison  and  naval  forces  here  last 
week,  including  the  firing  of  the  royal 
salute  and  (he  decoration  of  vessels  m 
f>ort,  marker!  the  end  of  a twelvemonth- 
in  which  Ihe  British  Commonwealth 
reformed  its  ranks  and  drew  dosei 
together  in  loyalty  to  the  Throne,  (he 
keystone  of  the  whole  structure.  The 
Coronation  ceremony  in  June  will  U-  a 
triumphant  ratification  of  what  Her 
Majesty’s  loyal  subjects  have  already 
accepted  deeply  and  gratefully  in  their 

hearts.  — 

It  was  not  always  thus  in  history. 
The  passing  of  a monarch  often  enough 
in  the  past  meant  a time  of  terror  for  a 
land  and  its  people.  Warring  claims  to- 
the  Throne,  divided  and  embittered  nobles, 
exhausted  treasuries,  racial  and  other 
schisms,  have  sometimes  made  the  acres, 
sion  of  a new  monarch  a period  of  civil 
si  rife  and  fear.  It  is  one  of  the  proofs 
of  the  genuine  solidity  of  the  British 
Commonwealth  that  in  this  age  every 
hand  was  raised  in  acclaim  at  the  new 
accession,  and  that  to  Her  Majesty  and 


her  consort  went  out  the  undivided  good- 
will, esteem  and  fealty  of  all  British 
peoples  around  the  globe.  The  Corona- 
tion 'itself  will  be  a time  of  public  jubila- 
tion, 

In  the  year  that  has  passed  so  quickly 
against  the  backdrop  of  momentous  times 
there  has  been  abundant  expression  of  the 
deep  sense  of  loss  the  Commonwealth  felt 
at  the  passing  of  King  (»eorge  VI,  not  the 
first  British  monarch  to  endear  himself 
to  all  of  his  subjects,  but  the  man  who 
in  his  lime  made  the  high  and  exacting 
office  a source  of  comfort  and  encourage- 
ment to  those  in  all  walks  of  life.  The 
human  touch,  the  gracious  action,  the 
deep  and  sincere  feeling  which  %went  .into 
his  reign,  have  secured  the  House  of 
Windsor  more  firmly  on  the  Throne  than 
perhaps  was  true  of  its  predecessors.  So 
to  Her  Majesty  for  her  own  sake  and  also 
in  affectionate  memory  of  her  beloved 
father  will  go  out  a firmer,  more  deep- 
seated  and  genuine  loyalty  than  has  prob- 
ably been  the  lot  of  any  constitutional 
monarch  since  the  dawn  of  human  time. 
It  is  just  that,  the  assurance  of  peace  and 
quietude  at  home,  that  will  give  the  Com- 
monwealth good  heart  now  to  face  what- 
ever may  he  to  come  in  the  broad  arena 
of  the  world. 


Costly  Construction 


WHATEVER  else  may  be  true  of 
British  Columbia’s  burgeoning  edu- 
cational system,  with  Its  rapidly  advancing 
costs,  the  method  of  school  building 
replacement  under  the  lash  of  necessity 
seems  altogether  out  of  time  and  out  ol 
phase  with  considered,  long-range  plan- 
ning. To  build  in  times  of  inflation  when 
it  takes  three  dollars  to  do  the  work  of 
one.  to  huild  wholly  with  tiorrowed  money 
which  dou tiles  before  it  can  be  paid  back, 
and  to  build  in  a uniform  palatial  fashion 
even  in  the  smaller  rural  school  districts, 
are  not  in  themselves  an  evidence  of 
planning  but  quite  to  the  contrary.  It  is 
under  this  method,  tie  the  necessities  whnt 
they  may.  that  the  taxpayers,  provincial 
and  local  alike,  are  receiving  a scant  and 
minimum  return  for  their  outlay. 

Even  conceded  undoubted  necessity, 
where  there  may  he  1 .000  additional  pupils 
and  no  existing  accommodation  for  them 
in  classrooms,  one  is  entitled  to  ask  why 
that  condition  was  not  better  foreseen? 
How  does  it  happen  suddenly  all  over 
Rritish  Columbia  that  rural  school  dis- 
tricts must  have  half-million  dollar  new 
edifices  all  at  once,  and  that  in  urlian 
centre^  the  same  thing  is  happening  with 
the  beginning  outlay  placed  at  a million 
dollars’  If.  as  is  almost  universally  the 
case,  these  additions  must  lie  made  out  of 


borrowed  money,  the  initial  costs  are 
doubled;  and  the  whole  .qpplird  under  the 
inflated  cost  ratio  of  the  present  times. 
It  is  true  that  British  Columbia’s  popula- 
tion has  increased  by  some  40  per  cent, 
but  school  outlays  have  soared  far  beyond 
that. 

It  has  come  to  ihe  point  now  where 
no  new  school,  even  for  the  smallest  and 
poorest  local  community,  seems  to  he 
possible  of  construction  for  less  than 
several  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars. 
That  the  lands  supporting  such  communi- 
ties can  ever  bear  a tax  related  to  it  iA 
such  heavy  proportions  seems  out  of  the 
question.  More  and  more,  if  this  method 
is  to  continue,  the  local  communities  will 
lie  squeezed  out  and  the  senior  govern- 
ments must  come  in.  At  the  end  of  every 
trail,  the  taxpayers  can  only  afford  so 
much,  and  when  that  point  is  reached 
thev  will  have  no  more  to  give.  Mean- 
while what  are  called  the  “necessities"  will 
continue,  until  we  learn  to  examine  far 
more  closely  than  is  done  today  w'hat  is 
truly  necessary  and  what  is  merely 
bureaucracy  and  lavishness.  'Hie  pro- 
vincial government  will  tie  on  sound 
ground  if  it  scrutinizes  the  present  costly, 
wasteful  and  out-of-phase  system  of 
school  construction  as  it  promises  to  do. 
It  is  surely  high  time. 


The  Greedy  Federal  Maw 


rfK  hard  words  aimed  by  aldermen  at 
the  federal  government  over  the 
sales  tax  levy  on  articles  made  by  ihe 
city  for  city  use  only  are  thoroughly 
warranted.  So  is  the  city's  intention  of 
contesting  the  issue  to  the  limit,  even  at 
the  risk  of  Ottawa  helping  itself  to  the 
amount  charged  by  deducting  it  from 
federal  grants.  The  more  the  subject  is 
aired  Ihe  better  the  chance  of  its  readjust- 
ment. 

When  it  comes  in  taxation  the  senior 
government  has  the  priority  and  the 
power,  but  it  ill  serves  any  proper  purpose 
to  put  the  squeeze  on  municipalities  the 
way  the  present  federal  government  does. 
It  not  only  takes  from  them  arrogantly 
hut  also  it  exempts  itself  in  turn  from 
municipal  taxes  on  crown  properties  it 
holds  within  municipal  boundaries.  Both 
coming  and  going  Ottawa  makes  sure  its 
grab  hag  is  kept  full. 


It  is  obviously  ridiculous  that  home- 
made items  like  garbage  cans,  street  signs, 
and  mimeographed  pieces  of  paper  should 
he  subject  to  federal  sales  tax — in  one 
instance  at  the  rate  of  220  per  cent! 
These  are  not  manufactures  in  the  ordi- 
nary sense:  ihe  sales  tax  could  never 
have  been  meant  to  apply  except  in  con- 
nection with  items  manufactured  for  sale. 
Only  sheer  revenue  greed  can  rule  other- 
wise 

No  wonder  the  city  council  rises  up 
in  anger,  the  other  municipalities  of  the 
Victoria  area  should  join  it  in  protosi 
against  what  is  by  all  odds  an  affront  to 
common  sense  and  fair  play.  A pretty 
pass  things  have  come  to  when  a muni- 
cipal government,  bent  on  saving  its 
taxpayers’  money,  makes  its  own  signs 
and  garbage  cans  only  to  he  jienalized  by 
the  senior  government,  of  the  country. 
Thai  is  bureaucracy  run  riot.

Future  of  the  Sudan 


ANGLO  Egyptian  discussion*  on 
the  constitutional  development 
of  the  Sudan  now  seem  In  have  en- 
tered their  final  stage.  One  of  ihe 
few  difference*  which  now  remain 
relates  to  the  special  position  of  Hie 
southern  Sudan  The  Sudan  is  not 
one  single  ethnic  region  The  north- 
ern part,  which  comprijyps  about  two- 
thirds  of  Hie  total  area  and  which 
contains  about  three-quarter*  of  Hie 
total  population.  Is  a part  of  the  Mos- 
lem Middle  East.  Its  |M>oples  are 
mainly  Arab  and  their  culture  and 
way  of  life  is  not  very  different  from 
that  of  their  northern  Egyptian 
neighbor. 

But  the  people  uf  the  south  an*  al- 
most all  negroid,  partly  pagan  and 
partly  Christian,  and  must  of  them 
are  living  In  extremely  primitive  con- 
dition* The  southerners  have  no 
politiiai  party  and  no  newspaper  to 
represent  their  interests  or  expn*** 
iheir  view*.  The  smith  is  thu*  pnt 
only  at  a very  inferior  level  of  de- 
velopment. economically,  politically 
and  culturally,  from  Hie  north,  but 
i«  inhabited  by  a people  of  completely 
different  ethnic  origin. 

Because  of  these  wide  differences 
the  southerner*  are  extremely  suspi- 
cious of  Iheir  northern  compatriots. 
They  are  afraid  that  If  the  Sudan  is 
given  it*  complcie  Independence  and 
the  British  administration,  which  has 
run  the  country  for  more  than  halt  a 
century,  is  withdrawn,  the  govern 
merit  of  the  country  would  fall  into 
the  exclusive  hands  of  the  Moslem 
Sudanese  from  the  north  who  would 
neither  possess  the  experience  nor 
Hie  interest  to  concern  themselves 
with  The  special  problem  of  the 
.south. 

In  order  to  fry  and  ensure  that  Hie 
north  will  not  dominate  over  the 
backward  south  the  British  govern- 
ment ha*  proposed  that  during  Hie 
so-called  transition  period  between 
the  exercise  nf  self-government  and 
the  final  self  determination,  the
